ALTGELD. ON ANARCHY. LAW. 
In a Speech Before Michigan University 
Good Government Club He Opposes 
Repressive Menwures by Congress. 


Ann Arbor,’ Mich. De Dec. 14. 
Jehn P. Altgeld .was the principal speaker 
at tonight's meeting of the Good Govern- 
ment elub of the University of Michigan. 
His eubject was * American Ideals.”” In 
speaking of the bills introdticed in Congress 
toy repress anarchy he said: . 

“ Manifestliy, if any law can ‘be passed 
that will make human life more secure 
amongst either the high or the low it should 
be done. But the American people, of all 
other people in the world, should not lose 
their heads.on account of a great crime, and 
should not proceed without deliberation and 
investigation, and we should not adopt 
measures .to..prevent. assassination and to 
suppress anarchy which in other times have 
produced ahd in other countries are now 
the things that we seek to pre- 
ven 
Many of the measures that 
advocated during the last two months have 
been In force in Russia and in Italy for 
centuries and are in force today. Yet it is 
Russia that is giving to Europe the Nihilists 
and it is Italy which is giving to Europe the 
Anarchists. England, on the other hand, has 
no repressive measures, but has allowed 
the utrmost liberty of speech as well asof the 
press, Bngland does not seem™to gener- 
ate any hiliste or Anarchists. The free- 
dom from.thé préduction of nihilism and an- 
archism, seems: «be fm*preportion to the 
liberty of the of action, Iib- 
erty of speech, liberty of the press, 

“ The truth is, the law already covers every 
known crime.

CANADA’S GOLD YIELD IS BIG. 
Output of the Dominion Shows a Re- 


Ottawa, Canada, 12.—[Bpectal Corre- 
with the United 
States the Dominion of Canada is still in its 
infancy as a producer of the hidden wealth 
of nature's treasure stores. But it is a lusty 
infancy, and the facts relating to Canada’s 
advance in this direction are of deep interest 
to Americans. The dominion statistician, 
George Johnston, has just completed an ex- 
amination into the comparative development 
of the mineral output of both countries. 
Canada’s yield last year was -only one- 
seventeenth of that of the United States, but, 
based on population, it represented « value 
of $12.06 per capita, compared with $14.06 in 
the United States. 
Canada’s increase per capita in the déeven- 
mal period, 1801 to 1901, wae a fraction short 
of double that of the United States, being 
$8.14, against $4.11 for the United States. 
For every $100. worth: of mineral wealth 
uced in the United States last year 
60 worth came from the metallic portion, 
while in Canada the metallic yield was $62.66. 
In both cases the balance of the $100 repre- 
sented the nonmetallic division of the product 
‘The increase in the value of metale produced 
by the United States be year, compared 
with 1891, was a little o 80 per cent, but in 
Canada it represented eleven times the value 
of the production in 1801. 


Great Increase in Ten Years. 
Ten years ago Canada's mineral. yield 


Would have to be multiplied by eighty-four | 


to bring it up to that of the United States, 
whereas last year the figure had been cut 
down to seventeen. At this rate, the Domin- 
fom Statistician remarks, it will. not take 
Canada long to pass the United States.

The metallic products of Canada chiefly 
comprise gold, silver, lead, nickel, copper, 
zinc, and pig iron; while in the United States, 
besides these, there are produced quicksil- 
ver, antimony, platinum, and aluminium, 
which do not appear in the Canadian returns. 
Antimony is found in one province of Can- 
ada, Nova Scotia, and was at one time pro- 
Guced to a small extent, but a lawsuit 
stopped operations. Aluminium, although 
_ ot yet produced in Canada, exists in de- 
>. @esite to the extent of millions of tons. 
Canada also has corundum, but it is too val- 
wable for its abrasive powers to be used to 
provide aluminium. 


Canada’s Production of Gold. 
Since Canade began producing gold it has 
added $136,500,000 worth to the world’s store 
of the metal. Of this over $52,000,000 came 
from the Canadian Yukon gold fields. Ti

The 
two men had become involved in some dis- 
cussion, and at length Prince Solms lost his 


temper so completely as to strike the Count :

Wedel had two courses open to him—either 
to induce the nee to fight a duel with 
him or to blow out his own brains, much in 
the same manner as Japanese noblemen 
were wont in times gone by to commit 
hara-kiri when subjected to any indignity, 
the stain of which they were unable to efface 
on the spot by shedding their adversary's 
blood. The Prince, knowing himself to be 
in the wrong, and anxious to make the only 
reparation possible, consented to waive his 
rank, and in the duel which followed was 
killed on the spot.

This led her surviving children to keep her 
in ignorance of the death of her passionate- 
ly beloved eldest son. She was made to be- 
lieve that he was merely traveling around 
the world, and regularly every month let- 
ters purporting to be from him were read to 
her Dy her other son and daughter, giving 
accounts of his travels and adventures, all 
of which were fabricated with pious intent 
by her surviving children. Just about the 
time that the old Princess was becoming 
seriously concerned about the prolonged ab- 
sence of her boy she died, without having 
obtained any knowledge of his tragic fate, 
which was brought about entirely through 
his own hot temper and arrogance. 


his «wn brains inst-«ad of 
fighting a duel with the 
Prince, he would have acted 
far more in accordance with 
the etraditions and ethics 
which prevail to this day in 
continental Europe about 
such matters.

In fact, there are few Princes of the blood 
who have not been saddled, in most cases 
unjustly, with the responsibility.of such 
tragedies, and it may be remembered that 
when a few years ago young Lieutenant 
Count von Hahnke (son of Emperor Will- 
ilam’s most trusted General, and chief of his 
military Cabinet) was precipitated with his 
bicycle down a precipice into a raging 
torrent at its foot, while scorching down a 
steep mountain path, the press throughout 
the world gave currency toa story accord- 
ing to which the young officer had received on 
board the Hohenzollern a blow from the 
Kaiser, which he could not resent and the 
stain of which he was unable to efface save 
wy suicide. Yet the fact that the bereaved 
father remained for several years afterwards 
at the head of the military household of the 
German monarch and the most favored mem- 
ber of his entourage demonstrates that here 
again the gossips were wrong. 


WN conclusion, it may be well 
to point out that for some 
reason or another the Prince 
Congorts of Queens Regnant 
are always unpopular in the 
land of their adoption and 
subjected to the most fan- 
tastic calumnies, which only 
receive additional color and 
currency when they are 
given the importance of an 
official denial. Thus it may 
be recalled that . poor 
King Francis of Assisi, the 
most inoffensive and harm- 
less of men, was popularly 
credited with having insti- 
gated every one of the at- 


of his wife, Queen Isabella 
of n. Ferdinand of 
Coburg was the victim of similar slanders as 
long as his wife, Queen Marie Della Gloria of 
Portugal, remained alive, and only managed 
to win the good will of the Portuguese when, 
long after her death, he contracted a mor- 
ganatic alliance with Miss Elise Hensler of 
Boston. 
Prince Albert of Coburg, the husband 
of Queen Victoria, has been an ob- 
ject of kindly feeling and of apprecia- 
tion only since his death. Although a 
man of most blameless character and 
of the most perfect tact and chivalry, he 
was made the subject of every conceivable 
attack by the newspapers, especially dur- 
ing the first ten or fifteen years of his mar- 
riage. The London newspapers—even the 
Times itself—were never tired of abusing 
him in the coarsest manner. His impeach- 


ment was suggested and even intrigues of 


an unsavory character and for which there 
was not a shadow of a foundation were laid 
at his door. 

Prince Henry of the Netherlands is mere- 
ly undergoing the same experience that 
falls to the share of every Prince Consort.

TURF GOSSIP IN CALIFORNIA. 


No-Recall Flag System Is Proving Ex- 
tremely Unpopular—Heavy Bet- 
ting—Books Fail to Win. 


San Francisco, Oal., Dec. 18.—[(Special.]— 


Nothing but a return to the recall system of 
starting and racing cards with a bit more 
class is needed to send the present season 
at Oakland down into turf history as the 
greatest sport ever scen in California. 
Holtman's work with the flag since Dwyer 
released it for his fortnightly rest, has been 
execrable. Scarcely a day passes that some 
heavily backed public choice fe not either 
left at the post or dispatched on such un- 
even terms with his company as to pro- 
clude all possibility of winning. Naturally 
great dissatisfaction has resulted. There is 
an evident tendency among the spéctators to 
avoid heavy speculation on races in which 
many horses start. It is but reasonable to 
point out that the no-recall style was forced 
on both starters. Neither fancied it and 
neither can do himself justice under the 
system. Holtman and Dwyer have demon- 
strated their ability to send racehorses away 
as well as any manin America. Both have 
had plenty of experience, are popular ap- 
parently, and have the confidence of the 
racing public, but handicapped by the en- 
forced method of doing their work they 
have tackled a regulation bugaboo. Some 
of the starting at Oakland recently, if done 


on a Chicago track, would have precipitated 


a riot, and the no-recall innovation would 
have been put out of business over t. 
Notwithstanding the losses entail and 
the frequent failures to gét é€véen starts, the 
California Jockey club will adhere to the 
system, and the public has as yet made no 
strenuous complaint, :

President Henry Dibblee of the Chicago 
Auditorium association reported a total rev- 
enue of $270,270 for the fiscal year ended on 
Nov. 30 at the annual meeting of stockhold- 
ers yesterday.

A number of doubtful 
claims were written off, and the floating 
debt was reduced $29,908. The surplus for 
the year was $18,898, against $25,406 last 

es, ch, as levied, were $16,000 greater 
than in the previous year. ' 


Statement to the Stockholders. 


In his statement to stockholders President 
Dibblee said: 

“During the year the floating indebted- 
ness has been reduced from $106,575 (out- 
Btanding Dec. 1, 1900) to $75,667, a reduction 
of about $30,000. 

“The revenue derived from the 
has been considerably increased, while the 
disbursements have been largely in excess of 
former years, particularly in the item of 
takes. It has been the policy to keep the 
building In thorough repair, and inasmuch 
as the structure is now thirteen years old 
several parts need attention which hereto- 

' fore have not required any outlay of money, 
some of which have been cared for during 
the year. Your board was confronted the 
early part of this year with an order from

This order seemed hardly 
warranted, from the fact that the building is 
of strictly fireproof construction. Upon 
mature consideration, however, it was de- 
tided that the order of the city be complied

“Your board is inclined to the opinion 
jhat in the near future quite an amount 
should be expended in leveling the floors of 
the theater, overhauling the tron work in- 
tident to its construction, and placing the 
fame in proper condition, and redecorating. 
These repairs are absolutely essential, inas- 
much as little or no improvements have been

That a man may have a poetical intention 
and a message which is noble in its concep- 
tion, and yet be lacking in the knowledge 
of how to make even tolerable verse, is in- 
dicated by the pathetic little pamphlet, 
printed at the expense of the author, an- 
titled *‘ Songs of a Builder,”’ by Alfred Nor- 
ton. Mr. Norton desires above all things to 
see peace between all the nations of earth, 
and nearly all of his verses deal with this 
subject directly or indirectly. He dreams of 
a time “ when man shall acknowledge the 
breadth of his mind,” when his message will 
cause his ignorance to be forgotten, and 
when the man who handles the trowel will 
be thought of more account than he who 
wields the sword. The author is a journey- 
man bricklayer, and that fact, combined 
with the evident sincerity of his ideas, is 
sufficient to cause the reader to restrain the 
smile at work which is, more’s the pity, be- 
neath consideration.

An arch-contriver of sweet phrase, I gain 
An entrance to the wonderlands of song; 
To me the happy faculties belong 
The shining peaks of Pindus to attain. 
Mr. Gibson refuses to group the lines of his 
sonnets; or to recognize the period at the 
conclusion of the eighth line. His tercets 
have been arranged to suit his fancy—e lib- 
erty which should certainly be accorded to 
a gentleman who confesses that the Muses 
found him musing. 
“ And at their command 
“The laurel-wreath was braided round my 
hair.”’ 
Were Mr. Gibson an uneducated man, or 
@ poor or afflicted one, as have been certain 
of the rhymsters who have this season sub- 
mitted their verse to the public, he would 
meet with the commiserating leniency which 
is accorded to such. But there are indica- 
tions of a classical education and at moments 
his verse seems to be akin to poetry. Wit- 
ness a stanza of “ The Desolation at Bal- 
Clutha ’’: 
The eglantine lovingly muffies 
With blossoms thy stanch colonnades, 
The débris of fallen walls ruffies 
- “The brook which thy balcony shades. 
I hear ths wild fox as she ecuffies 
With her frolicksome young at their sports, 
* And the wind as it mournfully shuffies 
Through thine empty and desolate courts, 
Ramble, ramble, wind that whistles 
Thro’ the thistles 2 
Draped with vines, 
Whers the serpent wraps the bramble, 
And the swarthy Mzard shines. 
This is so nearly interesting, so contiguous 
to poetry, that it seems a pity that Mr. Gib- 
son could not have been a little less sure of 
the inspiration of his utterance and gigen 
enough honest labor to his verse to bring it 
to the point of achievement.

The tribute paid to the poems of Edwin 
Emerson is that due to a poet of the older 
generation; a man who is of much the same 
mold of thought and habit of expression as 


was John G. Whittier. Mr. Emerson has 

not, however, the infallible good taste of 

Whittier and frequently mars an otherwise 

fine poem by an awkward or a maudlin line. 

For example, in ‘‘A Reconnaissance,”’ the 

first stanza sets the blood beating with these 

lines: 

Our start was exultant, we brooked no delays; 

“We trusted our leaders and gallop’d along; 

Reconnaissance this, and one thousand strong; 
All thirsting for glory and certain of praise. 

A number of excellent verses follow, which 
etch In ‘tasty, telling strokes the plain, the 
enthusiasm, the ambuscade, the massacre, 
and then, instead of a fitting climax, comes 
this feeble and archaic verse, reminding one 
of a pre-Elizabethan ballad of the most ab- 
surd type: . 

That any escaped from that red throat of hell 
Has always appeared a gréat wonder to me; 
A tew—O, how few!—were enable to flee. 

How sad, for a soldier this story to tell. 

It is as difficult to cure a poet of bad taste 
as to correct a musician's bad ear. So, let- 
ting that defect pass, it may be said in all 
fairness that Mr. Emerson is one of those re- 
fined and appreciative persons who have 
taken life as a beneficent gift. 


It was this that Thalarchus attained in 
Condé Benoist Pallen’s dramatic poem, 
“The Feast of Thalarchus.’’ This grave 
poem, having for its subject the war of things 
spiritual and things material in the soul of - 
a rich and lustful man, affords an hour of fine 
reading. Thalarchus gives a feast so mag- 
nificent that all his fortune is involved. He 
had “sated every appetite,’’ bent his little 
world to every whim, and found himself 
“ bankrupt of all joy,’’ with “ life staled and 
shattered like a rotted gourd.”’ So he topped 
the mountain of his indulgence with one last . 
debauch, and, drunk with wine and kisses, 
beheld “ one Simeon they called the Stylite, 
an idiot monk who lives ypon a pillar’s top 
near Antioch,” entering his doors. Then 
there before him a conflict took place be- 
tween the powers of darkness and the monk 


Many of the lines are of great beauty; oth- 
ers appear to fail of their ambitious purpose 
and to leave the mind unsatisfied.

A daughter’s loving tribute to a dead moth- 
er appears in the little volume of verse is- 
sued by the Heidner Publishing company 
of this city, bearing the naive title, ‘‘ Moth- 
er’s Poems.’

the appearance of the book is the love of the 
daughter for the mother, “ surely an ade- 
quate apology.”’ Mrs. Lett lived the lifeof 
a farmer's wife in many places, but passed 
most ef her time as such in Illiriois. She 
was/one of many men and women who, dur- 
ing the civil war, and before and after that 
struggle, produced verse on the. stirring 
events of the time. What Mrs. Lett wrote 
could not be called poetry, but much of it, 
nevertheless was far from contemptible 
thought. At least, the trend was always to- 
wards an uplift. She wrote much for the 
cause of abolition and she- seemed always 
to think and act for the oppressed. Much 
of her work concerns events in Illinois dur- 
ing the 60s. Many of her songs were set to 
music by the late George F. Root and others. 

A year or so ago Herman K. Vielé sprang 
into sudden prominence through his first 
book, *‘ The Inn of the Silver Moon,” a pleas- 
ing fancy told In an attractive manner. 
His second book, “‘ The Last of the Knicker- 
bockers (H. 8S. Stone & Co.), sustains. this 
impression. It is a delicate piece of work 
delicately done. His people—most of them 
from the oldest New York families and the 
best—are extremely well bred, extremely 
clever, and careful and precise in both their 
manners and their actions. 

It is only when the author leaves his idyllic 
world of romance to stray, rather gratuitous- 
ly, into the real world of stocks, bonds, and 
Wall street, that his talents—and they are 
many—hit against a stumbling block, which 
is avoided by a jump from the charmingly 
natural to the absurdly melodramatic.

“The Wage of Character,” by Julien 
Gordon, is an interesting story, as we expect 
from so clever a pen as Mrs. Cruger’s.

All is clean and wholesome, with a 
suggestion of the far off times when it was 
not considered bag form to teach the humble 
virtues under cover of romance. No latter 
day pessimism poisons these stories. 

The Pumpernickel philosophies are among 
the most attractive conceits, but one must 
not skip “‘The Glance Ahead,” nor fail to 
take in the harmonies ot the three musicians 
of Schnitzelhammerstein; indeed, it were best 
not toskipatall. The humorous somersaults 
on every line surprise one at first, later on one 
is surprised when the humorous turn is not 
made. Grown-ups should read these plum 
pudding stories at Christmas time and be- 
come grow-youngs; this book, will aid in the 
rejuvenating transformation. 

“A Cathedral Courtship,” by Kate Douglas 
Wiggin (Houghton, Mifflin & Co.), runs on at 
a magic pace, a frolicsome gallop, not a dull 
jog-trot anywhere, with neither effort nor 
weariness. One just reads and smiles with 
gratitude in his heart for the pen of Kate 
Douglas Wiggin. The airy nothings under 
her magic become a, delicious something, 
one is not quite sure that he himself has not 
been a part of it all, and courtship seems the 
only thing worth living for. 


In “Dorothy Fox,’’ by Louisa Parr, we 
find a reissue of a book which first appeared 
about thirty years ago..

Gail Hamilton’s Life in Letters.’”” Ed- 
ited by H. Augusta Dodge. With blograph- 
ical sketch by Harriet Prescott Spofford. 
Two volumes. Lee & Shepard, Boston. 

The name that heads these volumes is one 
little known or regarded by the younger gen- 
eration of present-day readers, but one which 
conveys a world of pleasant reminiscences 
to the generation that is farther on. There 
are few calls nowadays for ‘**‘ Country Living 
and Country Thinking” and Gala Days,” 
books which thirty years ago were eagerly 
read by all classes of people and made their 
author rich, famous, and happy, though her 
name was by no means the highest in merit 
or fame in those Parnassian days of Lowell, 
Holmes, and Emerson. 

The letters of Gail Hamilton transport us 
backwards to those eventful, fervid times 
which preceded the civil war, carrying us 
through its five years of fraternal conflict, 
the actual events of which have strangely 
little mention in these pages; then on through 
the long period of reconstruc™Sn, the closing 
and healing of our great national wound. 
Simple mention of the great names that then 
commanded public attention shows how 
swiftly, if not far, we have traveled since; 
how quickly: the suns of one epoch become 
the vanishing stars of another. Seward and 
Sumner, Colfax and Blaine, in politics; Phil- 
lips, John B. Gough, and Anna Dickinson, on 
the platform; Beecher in the pulpit, Cary 
and Kellogg on the operatic stage. Mrs. 
Stowe was the most popular writer, though 
the New England group was on the fore, and 
Aldrich ‘‘ a little poet from New York.’’ 

Those were the days of the Freedman’s 
bureau and the Radical club. The women 
wore their hair in hideous waterfalls,” In- 
eased in chenille nets, and the Atlantic 
Monthly held itself in esoteric aloofness from 
its readers, and declined to print the names 
of its contributors. It was the era of all 
manner of reforms, well typified to outward 
sense and prejudice by the figure of Dr. Mary 
Walker, ** walking ’round in her infernal old 
trousers,’’ as the disgusted scribe of the 
Letters puts it. 

Gail Hamilton was the descendant of Fanny 

Fern and Grace Greenwood in the line of 
brisk, pungent comment on current affairs, 
though with a wider culture and mental out- 
look than either of these, It would seem that 
the brief, experimental reign of woman as 
publicist ended here. The war for sex eman- 
cipation is still on; political equality is the 
demand of the hour. Women write much 
and well on every topic but politics, on art 
and literature, Ibsen and the Pharaohs, all 
the gciences and all the ologies, but nowhere 
on this side the water has one arisen to don 
the mantle of the brilliant and “ once im- 
mortal ’’ Gail win a reputation as an in- 
telligent observer of passing events, with 
the power to measure and weigh, wittily to 
dissect and destroy, which made this woman 
dreaded and admired a quarter of a century 
ago. 
During her residence in Washington as a 
member of the Blaine family she was brought 
in close contact with the leading spirits of 
the times. She wielded the influencéyof a 
salon without the salon, combined a woman’s 
wit, the desire and knowledge how to please 
with man’s understanding of things going on 
about her. 

The Letters bear all the marks of the prac- 
ticed writer, though without signs of effort, 
and in the main without apparent wish to 
produce an effect. The charm of the essays 
lies in the same free, expansive spirit which 
indited the Letters, and ‘the writer spoke to 
the readers of her books with the same con- 
versational ease as to the members of her 
household. The task of editing such a mass 


of correspondence, with its inevitable tell-- 


tale of matters and things which would bet- 
ter be kept unrevealed, is always a delicate- 
difficult one. The gift of selection has not 
here always proved the wisest. Many of 
the letters are of too trivial a tone to war- 
rant their publication, and one looks to find 
others that ff would seem must have been 
written on important events and occurrences 
of those stirring times, yet which, perhaps, 
never were written. Mrs. Spofford’s bio- 
graphical sketch is disappointing in its In- 
completeness. 

Most of the letters are made up of bright, 
affectionate surface talk about commonplace 
things, as letters, in or out of print, should 
be. Those to Whittier, who is addressed as 
** Dearly Beloved,’’ are among the best. A 
few are of more serious tone, as those to 
Henry James, warding off a_ threatened 
eclipse by a too brilliant son with the Senior 
appendix. The writer of the letters reads 
the learned mystic’s books, and writes long, 
admiring, and argumentative epistles to 
him, but she has a strong distaste for meta- 
physies, liking “‘ only its results, not itg proc- 
@sses."" Kant, Schlegel, and William Ham- 
iiton are nothing to me.’ In one of her 
moralizing moods she wonders why evil runs 
at such rampant pace inthe world: “Ican 
see why it was let in, but not why it was let 
loose.”” She was a firm believer in the life 
to come, but expected to find herself much 
the same creature there as here: “* Weshall 
not be so good that the sunsets will not re- 
proach us.”" Religiously, she was of ortho- 
dox training and affiliation, but her broad 
humanity, her humor, and her literary ac- 
tivity mitigated her creed actual of every 
atom of theological distrust. She was of re- 
ligious habit, liking to keep Sunday for its 
proper uses, and not put it to unrighteous 
waste with visiting and secular employment. 
She had many a lively scrap with the clergy,

Foster, who, born and living to his last quiet 
day upon a farm, redd the book of nature 
as poets read it. He was one of the silent 
ones, however. -An inherent timidity kept 
him dumb. He could not exult nor expound; 
but, beside the record of his modest earnings 
and expenditures, he left another book, in 
which, in reserved and modest words, he left 
the chronicle of his soul’s discoveries. ‘“‘ He 
had mastered the art of life; for he had 
learned that the purest idealism may be 
kept untarnished in daily dealing with the 
homely cares and uncommon work.” “* What 
other men would have called a philosophy 
or general scheme of things was to him sim- 
ply knowledge of life borne in from many 
sources, gained far more by the common- 
place process of thinking, distilled by time 
out of the rich substance of experience.”” He 
died, and for months no one entered the old 
house where he had been born and from 
which he had been buried. ‘‘ And there, side 
by side, through the months when the old 
house was tenantless, lay these two records 
of a man’s history as the owner of a few 
acres and the possessor also of that sub- 
lime landscape which is the foreground of 
man’s immortality.’’ 7 

To this house came finally a young man, 
rich in accomplishments and in knowledge 
of the world. He had tasted of almost every 
cup, and had drawn himself apart to con- 
sider the immemorial question: What use? 
He found the record left by the simple and 
great man who had preceded him in the 
meager study in which he sat. Waiting for 
a@ voice to speak to him, he heard this yoice 
of a man, who, from a niggaréd destiny, had 
wrenched immortal riches. So, setting him- 
self aside, he put forth the other man's 
thoughts, explaining them as a disciple ex- 
plains a master. “ It was a little book which 
finally went forth from the old house, but it 
was very deep and beautiful; like a quiet 
mountain pool, it was far from the dust and 
tumult of the highways, and there were 
images of stars in it.’’ 

This exquisitely refined biography—for 
such it seems to be—is illustrated by four 
decorative full page photogravures by 
Charles Louig Hinton, all of these of great 
beauty and ideality. The pages have wide 
pictorial borders, the designs being of grapes, 
of pines, apple blossoms, and roses,

lover, most evidently. 

Mr. Long has much that is new to say 
for example, when he tells about the “ Cari- 
bou school,” where he beheld many young 
caribou receiving instruction from their eld» 
efs in sociability, in jumping, and in running. 
Mr. Long writes Sympathetically of animals 
and reverently of nature, making much of 
that which is to be learned and little of what 
he personally knows.

HE latest novelty in the way of a 
nickel-in-the-slot machine: is an auto- 
matic pugilist that cannot be knocked 
out.

Besides the footrace, in which the course was 
travereed only once, there were now the diaulos, or double courses, and 
the long footrace called the dolichos. ‘Wrestling and boxing were combined 
in the paencration. Leaping, quoit-threwing, running, and wrestling were 
combined in the pentathlon. The rising popularity of these festivals was 


constantly tending to make Olympia the religious and social center of 


the whole Hellenic world. 

The Greek idea was that the body of man has a glory as well as his 
intellect and spirit, that the body and mind should alike be disciplined. In 
the Macedonian and Roman ages the temples and contests of Olympia still 


interpreted the ideal at which free Greece had aimed. Philip of Macedon 


and. Nero were among those whose names have a record on the Altis. 
Such names are typical of a long series of visitors, who paid ‘homage to 
Olympia on account of the Olympian festivals. According to Cedrenus, a 
Greek writer of the eleventh century, the Olympian festivals ceased to be 
held after 893 A. D., this being the first year of the 298d Olympiad. The 
list of Olympian vietonn. which begins in 776 B. C., with Coroebus of Elis, 
closes with the name of an Armenian, Varastad, who is said to have be- 
longed to the race of the Arsacidne.

At the slightest shock, or upon simply touching it, its leaves drop 
on their supports; the littl stems of the leaflets bend upon their comnron 
stalk and the footstalk itself falls against the stem. If we stroke the ex- 
tremity of one leaf the other leaves chose rapidly together. The leaves of 
this plant are digited—that is, formed of rays disposed like the fingers of a 
hand. It is these long and narrow leaves that at the least shock drop down 
and fasten themselves to each other, so that only the upper surfaces show. 

They assume this same position at night or when they are subjected to too 
cold an atmosphere, for it is in the warm, calm weather they reach a con- 
dition of most perfect unfolding.

Germany was once compared to a menagerie, the various states, like 
wild beasts, glaring through the bars. IHustrating the growth of Prussia, 
and the rise of the present empire of Germany, we find that Schleswig, 
Holstein, Schleswig-Hoilstein, Hanover, Oldenburg, Brunswick, Mecklen- 
burg-Schwerin, Mecklenburg-Strelitz, amd the free cities, Hamburg, Lt- 
beck, Bremen, all had separate stamps before Prussia absorbed them. Of 
these either originals, reprints, or forgeries can be obtained. Bergedorf had 
for emblem on its stamp half the Hamburg Castle and half the Lttbeck 
Eagle, because it was the joint property of the two cities. At one time 
the Prince of Thurn and Taxis held the German posting contracts, and 
issued two sets of stamps, for the northern and southern states, marked in 
groschen and kreuzer respectively. The influence of Prussia was strength- 
ened by the victory over Austria at Sadowa in 1866. In 1867 the North 
German Confederation was formed, -but the states south of the Main— 
Baden, Bavaria, Wtrtemberg—still kept their separate stamps. The 
stamps of Alsace-Lorraine were used during the military occupation of 
1870-71, before the formal annexation of these provinces. Unused speci- 
mens are less interesting than those postmarked during the war. 

The early Austrian stamps show the head of Francis Joseph, who 
came to the throne in 1848, and is still Emperor. When the Magyars of 
Hungary got home rule.in 1867 the Emperor's portrait was still kept on 
the stamp. This once raised a vision of a green stamp, with emblems, 
harp and shamrock, representing the national aspirations, and head of 
the sovereign in token of loyalty. More recent’ Austrian stamps bear the

the monarch virtually places himself in 
flagrant~ opposition with the law of the 
land, with that law of which he is the chief 
executive and representative, 

The law expressly prohibits duelng, de- 
nounces it as a crime, and provides severe 
punishments for those who render them- 
sélves guilty thereof. If, however, the Em- 
peror, whem a question of honor has been 
submitted to him in accordance with his 
decree, sees fit to decide that the matter is 
one which calis for reparation by arms, 
then the parties concerned have no alterna- 
tive but to fight a duel.. In fact, his de- 
cision is equivalent to a command that they 
must fight, and thus render themselves 
guilty of an infraction of the law of the 
land—that is to say, of a crime. 

The Emperor thus places himself in a 
thoroughly awkward and wholly unconsti- 
tutional position. For, whereas in England 
and in some of the older continental mon- 
archies of Europe the ancient adage that 
“the King can do no wrong”’ still consti- 
tutes on element of the law of the land, and 
the sovereign is constitutionally above the 
law, in Pruasia and in other more modern 
states the ruler is subject to the law. 

For any one who knows anything of Ger- 
man life and of German ideas it will 
be easy to understand — the atti- 
tude of the young officers of the First 
Regiment of Foot Guards, who, according 
to the cable dispatches, are said to have 
incurred the wrath of the Kaiser by an- 
nouncing that they would continue to fight 
duels when they considered that their honor 
was at stake, no matter what his orders on 


MPEROR WILLIAM'S decree, ac- 
cording to which the verdicts of all . 
courts of honor are to be submitted 
to him for ratification, and when he 
decides that no duel is necessary no 

hostile meeting can take place and nobody’s 
honor can be impugned, is calculated to ex- 
elite the ill-will of the aristocracy of the 
military caste and even of the higher 
middie classes and intellectual people 
more than anything elee that he has done 
in recent years. For hie pretension is noth- 
ing more nor jess than a claim to be sole 
judge of all questions of honor in which 
his subjects may become involved. 

It ia equivalent to a deciaration that if, for 
instance, an officer, a nobleman, or even an 
untitled elivilian is subjected to some indiig- 
nity or affront it is the Kaiser alone to 
whom belongs the right of determining 
whether or not he has been insulted, and, if 
so, whether the insult calls for reparation 
on the field of honor. 

Admitting for one moment that the Em- 
peror has the right to decide whether any 
insult has been offered to the uniform of his 
officers—that is to say, to the “ King’s 
cloth,”’—it is somewhat difficult to conceive 
the extension of this prerogative to ques- 
tions of private honor and private dispute. 

True, the sovereign is theoretically and in 
legal pariance the ‘‘ Fountain of Honor,”’ 
in so far that titular and hereditary hon- 
ors originate with him. But from this to

No matter how strong the Kaiser might 
make his pronouncement in such a case, the 
party insulted would forfeit forever the re- 
spect and esteem of his fellow-citizens, and, 
above all,of his caste and of his social equals, 
were he to refrain from exacting satisfac- 
tion, basing himself on the ground that, ac- 
cording to the Kaiser, his honor had not 

ct, the Emperor's pretension to be 
the sole and only judge of questions of 
honor is calculated to expose him to 
& greater amount of ill-will, of re- 
sentiment, and even of ridicule than any- 
thing else that he has ever done. Emperor 
Witham is so wide awake in many respects 
that it is a pity that he does not realize 
that there are other ways of putting an end 
to dueling which are far more efficacious 
Mkely to involve him in 


Even in England, where the monarchy is 
so much older and where traditions and 
ethics on the score of honor go so much fur- 
ther back than in the relatively modern sov- 
ereign states comprised in what is now 
known as the German empire, the monarch 
would never dream of arrogating to him- 
self thie right of being the sole judge of all 
questions of honor in the private Hfe of 
j his subjects. True, intricate points and 
difficult’ problems in affairs where honor 
Was at have occasionally been referred 
Ao him fer advice and even for arbitration. 
But, thie-has been a tribute more to his un- 
rivaled experience a6 a mat of the world 
and as the leader of English society during

judge: Tn fact, there have been several in- 
stances of a notable character where issues 
of this natgre have been referred to a com- 
mittee of society men in preference to him- 
self, and it may be recalled that in the Tran- 
by Croft controversy his attitude in the mat- 
ter and the stand which he took with regard 
to the igsue at stake was far from mee

Music of the Week. | 


WEEK of unusual. musical inter- 
est culminated in the ‘' Histor- 
ical” concerts given on Friday 
and Saturday by the Chicago Or- 
chestra. The task Mr. Thomas 
has set for himself and his men— 
that of illustrating in six programs the de- 
welopment of the modern orchestra and its 
literature during the last three centuries— 
is one by no means so simple of accomplish- 
ment as it might seem at first glance. Es- 
pecially perplexing in preparation, the first 
programs in the series must have been, for 
into them had to be crowded music covering 
a wide period of time, music different in 
character and style from that to which we 
are accustomed to listen today, and the effect 
of which on the hearer therefore was difi- 
‘cult to estimate. Music since the time of 
Haydn is a known quantity—It is ready at 
hand, and its power to interest and to please 
has been tested frequently—but the pre- 


«= 


Haydn orchestral writings are mostly un- 


tried,, their originel form is in certain in- 
stances difficult to determine, and the prob- 
lems that have to be solved before attempting 


their performance by a modern orchestra are 


many and by no meang easy.. That Mr, 
Thomas selected with even more than his 
customary nicety and skill was proven by 
the fact that the first program not only ad- 
-mirably served to illustrate the growth of 
the orchestra from the time of Gabrieli the 
younger until in Haydn’s day it took on its 
present form but also did not fail to enter- 
tain and please the audiences of both Friday 
afternoon and last evening. To instruct 
those who care to be instructed and at the 
same time .entertain those who do not, isa 
task whose successful performance requires 
the skill of a master. .Such a master Mr. 
Thomas has proved himself, and with this 
* first stage’’ in the historical progress not 
only survived but enjoyed, the rest will be 
easy and certain of success. For the realm 
of the known now ts to be entered upon, and 
the way henceforth is a way of pleasure and 
gladness. 

‘To the student of subjects orchestral the 
concerts on Friday and Saturday were in- 
tensely interesting and instructive. The 
gradual growth and expansion of the or- 
chestra from the violas, cornets, and trom- 
bones in the Gabrielli ‘‘ Sonate ”’ to the three 
complete choirs of the modern crchestra in 
the Haydn Symphony ‘was in itself pro- 
ductive of entertainment and pleasure, while 
the noting of the differences in tonal color 
resultant from the varied mixing of the in- 
strumental timbres and the influence each 
newcomer into the orchestral company ex- 
erted upon the tonal mass was a valuable 
lesson to any one interested in such matters. 
Listening to selections from Handel’s “ Wa- 
ter Music” and to Bach’s Third Suite with 
the original balance as near restored between 
strings and wood wind as is possible today, 
Was an experience as novel as it was pleas- 
ant, and afforded an entirely new insight into 
the works of those masters and of their con- 
temporaries.

and a longer series of gutturals beyond any 
form of written expression. Theseare habits 
which only the ear can recognize, but he 
has others for the eye. Chief of them is 
the “Irving walk,’’ something so compre- 
hensive to the thousands on thousands who 
have seen it that it hardly needs description. 
It is a heavy footed shuffling movement, giv- 
ing the idea that the weight of the actor's 
body is unevenly divided between the upper 
and lower’ halves and,that his knees are 
apt to give way any moment. Both the ac- 
tor’s. peculiarities of speech and motion 
lend themselves easily to burlesque, as the 
Public has known since the days of Henry 
Dixey’s Irving caricature in “ Adonis.” ‘ 

Richard Mansfield also has a character- 
istic walk. He proudly calls it the “ hip 
movement.”” Others have called it the 
“hip! hip! hurrah! movement,” explaining 
that when they have seen it their inclina- 
tion has been to beat time and to strike 
into a martial quick step. The actor swings 


~his leg out from the hip and sometimes 


‘he seems to advance by a quick succession 
of rolls. The walk, however, has purpose 
behind it. Not so the whimsical manner- 
ism which is another of his properties. One 
of the earliest of his successful réles was 
that of Beau Brummel. As the Beau one 
of his effective gestures was the extension 
of his left arm in a graceful sweep and 4 
slow circling of the hand backward to the 
Perfumed locks above the ear. There the 
finger tips grew accustomed to lingering 
lovingly, toying with the curls, and twist- 
ing them inte new shapes. He has been 
g°0ing through the pantomime ever since. 
As bold King Harry he used a mailed hand 


to caress the curl; as Cyrano he paused ~ 


from sword, play to take the unconscious 
attitude. ‘The gloom of Hyde has not been 
deep enough to engulf the pretty. drawing- 


room trick, nor have a score of other dandi- 


fied affectations, assumed for passing r6les, 
had power to depose the early favorite... 
Joseph Jefferson's nearest approach to an 


iron habit is his.penchant for shaking hands 


with every one who comes upon the stage. 
His shake is the same, whether as Rip Van 
Winkle, Bob Acres,. Mr. Golightly, or. Caleb 
Plummer. It: is a hearty affair, but not 
much time ts wasted about it... Mr. Jefferson 
also makes constant and telling use.of his 
bright eyes,, but does so of intent, so cannot 
be credited withan optical mannerism. 

E. H. ‘Sothern can. His eyes have a 
stare at times.entirely, sternly, and when 
they are fixed ‘on a person or thing they 
assume saucer plate dimensions. At other 
times he throws his eyes around as if they 
were weapons offense. 

William H,. Crane puffs out his chee 
as if he were preparing to cool a dish of hot 
mush, or were suffering from having taken 
a mouthful ef ‘it. He also is.a captive to 
his pockets. His ‘hands never are out of 
them more: than three seconds at a time. 
Change. of attitude for him means the tak- 
ing of his hands “from his trouser pockets 
and the thrusting of them into his coat 
pockets. Since he began playing “ David 
Harum” he 8 addition has threatened to 
displace William Gillette from his place of 
preéminence as @ tobacco smoker, 

Mr. Gillette's cigars, pipes, and cigarets, 
however, are not strictly manneristic. They 
are cultivatéd likings, introduced:on the 
stage with much care. Being the author 
of his own plays the actor is able to arrange 


& 


for comfortable smokes on the stage. He 
doesn’t like to relight a cigar, so he dries 
them out beforehand on a steam radiator. 
For that reason’ also his friends always 
have ‘polite refusals for his tenders of the 
weed. The real Gillette mannerism is like- 
wise the real Gillette personality—a sang 
froid that is beyond imitation. 
Stuart Robson puts one finger to his mouth, 
and has the. natural trait of a slight lisp. 
Nathantfel C. Goodwin rumples his small 
amount of hair ferociously, no matter in what 
temper or in what play he happens. to be. 
When he means to be serious he draws his 
face down and scowls. Mr. Goodwin, since 
he began playing with Maxine Elliott, has 
had to give close attention to the art of 
pose, owing to the difference bétween their 


heights. She is the taller. The two never 


stand side by side. If they have to be stand- 
ing at the same time,.one takes a position 
quite a ways in the rear of the other, so that 
perspective will aid them. Generally one 
sits down and the other stands. The two 
rarely take a curtain call together, or, if 
they do, they stand as farapart as possible. 
John Drew’s favorite: position is to stand 
with his hands behind his back and his legs 
spread wide apart. 
‘Otis Skinner looks from beneath lowering 
eyelashes, and when he gestures he throws 
his arms straight out before he begins any 
light flourishes:’ “ 
James K. Hackett likes to stand.with his 
arms folded on his breast. When he does 
a lock of hair invariably falls over his eyes, 
and he has to release one arm to brush it 
back. 
Charles Richman holds his hands behind 
his back, but.more loosely than 


Mr. Drew. 


When he sits at a table or stands by a man-__ 


tel he leans on his elbow, with hand on chin. 

William Faversham has a stride. It 
lengthens in proportion to the tension of his 
speeches. | 

Henry Miller talks from one side of his 
mouth, and seems to draw in his upper lip. 

Tim Murphy has retained his “ Texas 
Steer’ trick of shaking the forefinger of his 
right hand when he wants to be emphatic. 

Robert Drouet talks with his mouth partly 
open, and the words céme in pants. The 
suggestion is that of a fish out of water, 
gasping, open-anouthed, for air. 

Frank Daniels elevates one eyebrow, and 
year in ana year out he wears pairs of white 
gloves with the fingers too long. His pet 
gesture is a sweep of the right arm, ending 
with a lusty tap on the breast. 

DeWolf Hopper swings his body as if the 
different sections of his colossal frame were 
hung on a common string. 

Francis Wilson has a habit of placing his 
tongue againet the upper Mp on the outside 
of the mouth. 

Dan Daly has turned his stiff, awkward 
walk to such good commercial account that 
it cannot properly be called a mannerism. 

The same may be said of Willlam Norris’ 
ear-to-ear grin and his piping laugh. 

E. M. Holland owns a stutter. 

Actresses have more traits than manner- 
isms, but they are not without the latter. 
Ellen Terry never is still a second on the 
stage. She plays with her half and twinkles 
her hands through the alr as if she were 
feeling of it. 

Bernhardt has a liking for gesturing with 
outstretched hands and eyes uplifted, but 
she is mistress of it, and when it ts not ef- 
fective itis not used. 


Ada Rehan has her gasp. 

Julia Marlowe has no deep-rooted ha 
and her distinguishing dimple is nature’ 
gift.

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HEN one comes to gonsider the rep- 
Tesentative American citizens of 
Chicago there is some difficulty in 


overlooking James Lawrence 

, Houghteling of the firm of Peabody, 
Houghteling & Co. 

Two things make this impossible. In the 


first place, Mr. Houghteling is 6 feet tall 
and weighs 225 pounds without half trying. 
In the next place, he is a representative 
citizen of America, for the reason that he 
had one great-grandfather who was a 
French Huguenot, another who was a Hudson 
River Dutchman, another who was a Saxon 
officer in a Hessian regiment fighting the 
American revolutionists, and still another 
and last who was just a plain, New Eng- 
jand Enetishmanh of sternest Puritan stock. 
As to Chicago citizenship, he is one of the 
féw men of middle age who were born here 
when hogs, running at large, often rooted 
ae into the moist of Lake street 
soli. 

Mr. Houghteling was born in the family 
féesidence in Indlane street, mear State, on 
Nov. 20, 1855. His father was one of the 
early settlers of Chicago and had been Presi- 
Gent of its Board of Trade and President of 
its Lumber Exchange. Some of the boy’s

Hutchinson. His first school wae the Ogden, 


fin North State street, near Chicago avenue. — 


From the Ogden School he passed into and 
through the Chicago High School, and from 
there to Yale. From Yale he was graduated 
in the class of 1876, and in that class was 
young Hadley, now President of Yale. 


inaw Lumber company, a position which he 
filled for six years. 
Incidentally, however,.in 1883-he entered 
the real estate office of Francis B. Peabody 
& Co., a firm which had been established in 
1865 under the firm name of Gallup & Pea- 
body. In 1885 the young man’s interests in 
the real estaté office had grown until the 
firm titlé was changed to Peabody, Hough- 
teling & Co., a title which has continued to 
the present. 
While acting as an officer in lumber com- 
es Mr. Houghteling made investments 
Michigan lumber sections and later in 
California timber lands, holding interests in 
manufacturing plants in both States, also. 
These investments have proved profitable, 
while the business of his firm has grown 
steadily until in its speciality of mortgage 
joans it is one of the largest houses in Chi- 


cago. 


But while Mr. Houghteling came from 
achool directly into the whirl of business, he 
has been much more than a business-man. 
He has’ had the future welfare of Chicago 
before him always, and he has given some 
of his best efforts to that future. He was 
one of the charter members of the Municipal 
Vo * league, and served as chairman of 
its al committee for three years. 
He was President ofthe Chicago Young 
Men's Christian association from to 
1884, and for ten years thereafter he was 
treasurer of the society. At present he isa 
member of its Board of Trustees. 

The chief work which came almost un- 
wittingly to Mr. Houghteling’s hand and 
heart, » was in the impulse tn 1883 
to form & young men’s organization in St. 
James’ Episcopal Church on the North 
Side. The idea had come to him that church 
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JAMES L.AOUGHTELING. 
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membership and church attendance were not 
all that was to be expected of the church 
communicant. His idea of the Christian life 
was diametrically opposed to the idea of 
penance in the cloister. Rather, he was for 
mingling with men so far as was possible 
and among them to leave that personal in- 
fluence which not all men attain for good, but | 
which once exercised dies so hard. 


This was the basis of the Brotherhood of 
St. Andrew, which Mr. HoHughteling organ- 
ized in St. James’ Church in 1883, the mem- 
bership of which was pledged: to go about 
in arf honest, earnest, inconspicuous way 
“doing the square thing.”’ 

It was a noticeable movement: from the 
beginning. Grace Church on the South Side 
was the second to follow with a chapter, and 
from that the society has gone on until it 
now has 15,000 pledged workers through all 
the branches of the Anglican communion. 
The United States, Canada, Australia, Eng- 
land and her colonies, the West Indies, 
Alaska, Brazil, China, and Japan all have 
representative societies, and while numbers 


‘have never been encouraged as mere num- 


bers, the force of the Brotherhood of St. 
Andrew is recognized everywhere where 
Christian influences have spread. 

Por fifteen years Mr. Houghteling was 
President of the brotherhood. St. Andrew's 
Cross is the badge of the brotherhood, and 
the official publication is a monthly maga- 
Zine called St. Andrew’s Cross. The last 
international convention of the order was 
held at Buffalo in 1897. 

Of this brotherhood and its widespread in- 
fluences and numbers Mr. Houghteling has 
always spoken more as an onlooker than as 
an originator. His intent and hope were 
for a local brotherhood only, which should 
grow up in St. James’ parish; the evolution 
of the organization has been a source even 
of wonderment to the originator of the move- 
ment.

As a citizen and business-man Mr. Hough- 
teling finds that he has small leisure. That 
which he hase outside of his home is devoted 
to golf, in season. He has not taken to the 
game in the spirit.of seeker for a ¢champion- 
ship; it is a recreation merely in which he 
finds much pleasure.

He has been a member of the Commercial 
club for sixteen years, and is a member of 
the Union league and University clubs. He

Mr. Houghteling was married on Sept. 20, 
1879 to Miss Lucretia Peabody, daughter of 
Francis Peabody. Six children have been 
born to them, three boys and three girls.

home was at Banks and Astor streets, but 
several years ago, seeking suburban quiet, 
Mr. Houghteling built a home in Winnetka, 
which he considers his home for life.

His ruddy complexion, 
clear eye, and powerful frame go with the 
perfect health that is his. There is no dis- 
simulation’ in the modulated voice of the 
man, and behind its frank quiet is the un- 
questioned index of a reserve force that can- 
not fail him.

Shakspeare, poet of 
‘poets, does not use the word“ Satan,” and he 
is almost as sparing of the use of * ange: ” 
and “ devil.”’ Milton, of them all, has been 
censured for making such a heroic character 
of Satan, and in general the Rev. Mr. Weller 
says of the poets: Some of this mythology 
is of heathen origin and has been absorbed 
unconsciously into our creed by Christian 
poets weaving scripture into the creations 
of their own fancy, until they have ceased 
to distinguish one from the other.” In point 
of Satan's origin, the Rev. Mr. Weller writes: 
“We may search in vain throughout the 
whole of the Bible for any safe foundation 
on which to rest the theory that Satan was 
ever in heaven. He is called an angel—and 
probably this has afforded the ground upon 
which Milton built his theory—but we must 
distinguish between angels of light and an- 
gels of darkness; between angels of life and 
angels of death. There exist, itis true, afew 
passages which at first sight appear to ac- 
count for this singular misrepresenta- 
tion; but these need but slight examination 
in order to show how incapable they are of 
affording ground for such aproposition. The 


first is (Is. xiv., 12): ‘ How art thou fallen 
from heaven, O Lucifer. Son of the Morning.’ 
This has no references whatever to Satan, 
but apples to the King «* ton, whose 
power and dignity are repr: rm ed as having 
€xalted him to heaven, and wh: that power 


was overthrown he ie spoken of as being 


thrust down to the ground.

It was in 1859 that the Very Rev. Thomas 
Woodward. Dean of Down, in an article in 
the Dublin University Review. went over thia 
same question. “Is Satan a Fallen Angel*”’ 
It cannot fail of remark that the dean has 
made no show of scriptural proof of the 
origin of Satan. He is at one with the Rev. 
Mr. Weller that the Bible has no accounting 
for this origin of the evil one. But at least 
he acknowledges that some origin is neces- 
sary to scriptural history, and he is unmis- 
takably opposed to any compromise of the 


monarchical supremacy of God In all eter- 
nity. He writesin point: — | 

“To the question, ‘Is Satan a fallen an- 
gel?” we doubt not that—little, perhaps, as 
they have really examined into the subject-- 
most of our readers would return an unhes 
tuting affirmative What is this view 
of Satan as an independent power, existent 
from eternity as the author of all evil, but 
a simple disinterment from the grave of time 
of the old oriental dualism which was, undef 
various modifications and with sundry de 
velopments, incorporated with the heretical 
systems ofGnosticism ? We trustand 
believe that the theological mind of this 
country is still sufficiently orthodox to ren 
‘der it a work of supererogation to demon 
state the monarchy. of God; that there tenet, 
nor can be, more than one principle of exist. 
ence, and that supremely good.”’ 


Mysteriou « Origin of Evil. 


From this ground of acceptance of Satan’ 
fall, which the Rey. Mr. Weller disputes and 
yet leaves so barren of explanation, the 
Dean of Down goes on to say, In conclusion: 

“ The attempt to explain how a being creat 
ed pure and holy can have fallen runs upat 
once into the insoluble mystery, the origitt: 
of evil. Whoever has tolled—as we, unform 
tunately were compelled to do—through the 
two weary volumes of Mueller'’s ‘ Doctrine 
ot Sin," will find to his cost how little in- 
formation he can derive from the brain-split- 
ting metaphysics of modern Germany. Mil- 
ton, we believe, conveyed all that mortal can 
grasp in the words: 

. J] made him just and right, 


Sufficient to have stood, though free to fall? ” | 
There is no criticism of the poet in “ Paras- 


dise Lost."" There is no quarrel with the 
genius who saw a Satan moved to exclaim: 

‘To reign is worth ambition, though in heli 
Better to reign in hell than serve in heaven.”

Wavs of American Girl 


Mr, Furniss has this to say in regard to 
the American girl. 

In face, I notice the American gir] is quite 
distinct from her English sister. I nutice 
a difference in the way the upper lip sweeps 
dpwn from the outer edge of the nostril; but 
more noticeable still is the fact that the 
cheek bones of the American gir! are not so 
prominent, and the smooth curve down the. 
cheek to the chin is less broken by smaller 
curves. In social life the American girl 
charms an Englishman by her natural and 
unaffected manner. Our English girls are 
carefully brought up, and are continual- 
ly warned that this thing or. that is “ bad 
form.” As a result when they enter so- 
ciety they are more or less in fear of saying 
or doing something that wil] not be consid- 
ered suitable. As a matter of fact, they are 
not lacking in energy or vivacity, but these 
qualities are suppressed in: public, and only 
come to the surface in the society of inti- 
mates. American girls from childhood up- 
wards are much more independent; they have 
much more freedom and encouragement !n 
coming forward than ours. The vivacity and 
liberty expected of an American girl! in so- 
clal intercourse are considered, as I say, 
bad form for our girls. 

The observant stranger will, if an artist, 
also be struck by the fact that the face cf 
an American girl. as well as the voice, is 
often that of a child; tn fact, if one were. 
not afraid of being misunderstood and there-| 
fore thought rude, one could describe the 
American girl better by saying that she has

ny word painting, or brush painting, either. 

he large forehead, round eyes, round 
cheeks, and round lips of the baby remain, 
and as the present fashion is to dress the 
hair ornamentally, after the fashion of a 
doll, the picture is complete. 

The eyes of an American girl are closer 
together than those of her English cousin 
and are smaller; her hands are smaller, too, 
and so are her feet, but neither are so well 
shaped as the English girl's. 

Let me follow the American gir} from her 
babyhood upwards. | 

The first is the baby, plump, bright eyed, 


and with more than the average 
English child; a ttle older, see her still 
plump, short legged, made to look stout by the 
double covering of the leg bulging over the 
boots; older, but still some years from her 
teens, she is still plump from the tip of her 
toe to her eyebrow, with an expression and 
manner ten years in advance of her years. 
and you may take it from this age onwards 
the American girlis 
always ten years in 
advance of her Eng- 
lish cousin; next, the 
schoolgirl, then that 
ungainly age, sweet 
seventeen.”

Laughs at the E.ections, 


Mr. Furniss found great sport in an Amer- 
ican Presidential e‘ection. He says: 

I crossed the Herring Pond in chill Octo- 
ber so as to be {in New York for the last stages 
of the Presidential contest, The last stages 
of these elections, although exciting and in- 
teresting from a political point of view, are 
not to be compared with the earlier scenes 
for effect. For the purpose of sketching 
scenes the artist should be there in the heat 
of summer and in the heat of the conven- 
tional controversies. At the time of brilliant. 
sunshine when in that year America was so 
much in evidence tn Engiand, when Yale was 
rowing so piuckily at Henley, when Haver- 
ford College was playing our schools at our 
national game, when the Ancient and Hon- 
orable Artillery Company of Boston was be- 
ing féted right royally in the old country, 
when London was fuller of American visit- 
ors than at any other time—it was then that 
all the fun of political affairs was taking 
piace in the United States for the fight of 
Gold vs. Free Sliver. 

Tt is at the two gigantic conventions at 
which the rival candidates are nominated 
that the artist finds material for his pencil, 
the satirist for his pen, and the man of the 
world food for reflection. By aH accounts 
these conventions baffle description. Every- 
thing is sacrificed to spectacular effect. They 


pews and Sabbath into secular things. The 
minister denounced Bryan and Democracy in 
the same tones he used In dedlaiming against 
Agag and the Amalekites on Sundey. At 
last he brought his political sermon to a 
close, and the quartet again came to the front, 
sang a few political adaptations of popular 
songs. and the chairman announced the next 
speaker, a smart young lawyer of the Hebrew 


persuasion. After him, more songs and more 
speakers of all kinds, and at half past 1 the 
meeting came to an abrupt conclusion, The 
crowd vanished like magic, the hall was 
empty, the lunch hour was over! 

When night fell oratory was again ram- 
pant tn all parts of the city. At every street 
corner one saw a wagon decorated with a 
few Chinese lanterns and covered with por- 
traits of the candidates. In front the orator 


ghouted to the casual mob, and at the tail 


end his companions distributed campaign lit- 
erature. One crowd exhausted, the wagon 
drove on, and gathered more listeners at an- 
other stand. In this way, fn strolling through 
the streets one was met with a fresh line of 
argument at every turning. Republicans. 
Democrats, Prohibitionists, Socialists, etc., 
all had their perambulating orators. It was 
as if all the Sunday Hyde Park orators had 
taken to wagons. and were driven about 
through all quarters of the town, from White- 
chapel to Kensington. At one street corner 
a Catholic priest was rallying his Irish com- 
patriots to Tammany and Bryan. and urging 
them to shake off the fetters of the bloated 
British capitalist; and at the next a temper- 


ance orator was pleading the hopeless cause 


of the Prohibition party. . 

The campaign was not so much a fight be- 
tween silver and gold as between sound 
money and sound lungs. 


Intense F Tection F xcttement. 


No pen or pencil could give any idea of the 
intense feeling and excitement over that 
election. To realize its effect one must have 
seen the faces of the business-men in cities 
like New York—faces pallid with care, eyes 
restiess with inquiry and uncertainty, 
mouths twitching with anxiety. To them 


take place in huge buildings, decorated with ‘ Bryan spelled ruin. You couid read that in 


banners, emblenis of al! kinds, startling de- 
vices, transparencies, and portraits of the 
candidates. Bands play different airs at the 
same time; processions are formed and 
marched a!l over the hall, carrying emb ems 
and portrait banners, the State G@elegatcs 
carrying State standards in front of each 
procession to the cheers and yells of their 
supporters.

Saw Me,” and denunciations of Bryan, free 
silver, and all things Democratic to the 
tune of “Her golden hair was hang- 
ing down her back."’ The quartet aroused 
great en.husiasm. An aged Republican 
seated immediate'y in front of the plat- 
form, who had voted every Republican 
ticket since Lincoln was elected. waved his 
stick over his head, and the crowd responded 
with cheers and encores. The quartet re- 
tired, the chairman advanced, motioned with 
his hand for silence. ind announced the name 
of the first orator of the occasion, who hap- 
pened to be a clergyman—a tirescmc. ~!ati- 
tudinous person. Somehow, clerg;men on 
the ‘platform can never divest themselves of 
their pulpit manner. They bring the air of 


the faces of every one of responsibility. 

We had huge meetings.and long speeches 
from morning to midnight. In the churches 
the pulpits were turned into hustings. and 
for the moment ministers preached the gos- 
pel and McKinley in equal proportions. 
Miles of sound money men paraded the 
streets. and at night the rivers north and east 
were given over to political aquatic demon- 
strations. Huge banners flaunted the sky, 
and tons of party literature strewed the 
floors of every house; but the whole story 
was better told and more impressively dem- 
onstrated in the faces of those united in com- 
merce—O per cent of the better class of the 
city. They looked worn and anxious; their 
words were words of confidence, but ex- 
pressed with an uncertainty and reserve 
which were significant. | 


Congress Amuced Him. 


Mr. Furniss thought that Congress was 
a most amusing body compared to the Eng- 
lish Parliament. He has this to say of our 
lawmakers: 

As Washington is the capital of Amer- 
ica, s0 the Capitol, where Congress meets, is 
the cap of the-caplital, the dome of course 
being the capital’s eye, and a capital cap 
it is, covering the collective councilors of 
the country. The Capitol itself looks like 
a huge white eagle protecting the interests. 
of the States. Audobon’s bird of Wash‘'ng- 
ton is the name of the eagle well known 
to naturalists, but this rara avis is the 
Falcho Washingtoniensis. At its heart is 
seated the Supreme Court, keping an eagle 
eye on the laws of the land; under its right 
wing is the Senate (equivalent tothe English 
House of Lords); and the left shelters the 
House of Representatives (corresponding to 
our House of Commons). At first this bird 
of bulldings had no wings, and ‘the three 
representative assemblies sat in the central 
edifice; afterwards the wings were added, 
pnd now the Capitol is fly enough for any- 
thing. It soars high above the city, and 
from its summit a capital birdseye view is 


-paturally obtafned. 


The Senate in the American Congress an- 
swers to the House of Lords in the Brit- 


{sh Parliament. The sporting editor would 


doubtless say that each in its respective 
country is the right hand of the govern- 
ment, and whep there happens to he a genu- 
ine stand-up fight, as foreseen with Spain. 
an international contest, although the 
“left,” in prize ring phraseology (the House 
of Representatives and the House of Com- 
mons in Engtand) does all the preliminary 
work, it is reserved for the right, when the 


critical moment arrives, to administer the © 


knockout blow. 
In both the old country and the new 


these superior Senators are politically alike. 


Representatively they &re as different as 
iced water ts to old port. 


The seating of the Senators in these two | 


assemblages is typical of the countries they 
represent. In the British House of Lords 
the peers loll about on scarlet sofas: in Amer- 
ica the chosen ones sit at desks. The British 
peer has forsaken one lounge to occupy an- 
other; the American ‘thas left the office desk 
for the desk in the office. In Britain the 
House of Lords is composed of Princes and 
peers, with an admixture of Bishops, brew- 
ers. and other political party pullers; it is 
also an asylum for stranded political wrecks 
from the Lower House. Soldiers and sailors, 
too, are honored and are sent there, not as 
politicians, but merely to exist for the time 


being in a sort of respectable retreat before 


being translated to the crypt of Westminster 
Abbey or St. Paul's. John Bull has made 
this hereditary hotch-potch and he must 
swallow it. Jonathan selects his Senators to 
his taste and has them dished up fresh from 
time to time. | 

The Senate is not somber and sedate, as is 
our Upper House, but simplicity itself—no 
gilded throne, no L.o:d Chancellor in wig and 
gown, no offensive ¢fficialism. It looks Hke 


@ huge auction-room, the auctioneer being 
the Deputy President standing at a table, 


hammer in hand, knocking down the separ- 


ate business of state by lot as put up by the 
clerks. 
The House of Representatives, like the 
Senate, reminds one much of an auction- 
room. It has a splendid hall, but its size 
prevents members from being heard dis- 
tinctly, particularly as they talk amongst 
themselves, except when 
terest is going on. In the 
the table and clerks’ 
tables are of dark 
wood; in the House of 
Representatives they 
are of white marble.

What would 
you say if Mr. Labouchere came in on all 
fours with his little child pulling his coat- 
tails and whacking him with a stick, or if 
Sir William Harcourt played at leapfrog 
with Lulu round the Speaker's chair? 

Each member has his own desk, with his 
Parliamentary papers all around him. He 
is not bothered, as members are in England, 
by having his papers sent to his private 
house or having to call for them at the of- 


fice when he arrives, or actually having to 


fight for a seat. Americans pay their Repre- 
sentatives and consider that they have 4 
right to be accommodated with a seat when- 
ever they want one to see them and to know 


who they are; so you have in front of you a 
diagram of the sitting arrangements of the 


House, with the names of the members. 

At 12 o'clock the procession enters. An 
official carries a little wand with an eagle 
on top, and after the chaplain has delivered 
a few touching words about the floods in 
Minnesota the reading of the “ reckard" 
begins. The House buszes with conversa- 
iion and displays the utmost Indifference 
while the minutes of the last meeting are 
read with extraordinaray rapidity by the 
clerk with a grating voice. Every now and 
then a member corrects a misprint in the 


' “preckard. of what he has said, and then 


leave of absence is given to applicants fer 


it, who have to state their reasons. The 


chairmen of the various committees then 
report to the House, chairmen of commit- 
fees taking in turn to sit in the Speaker's 
chair and preside over the House, whilst any 
one can examine them. 


Too Much Delay, 


Instead of calling a member by his name— 
Mr. Bacon or Mr. Beans—the Speaker ca'!s 
upon “ the gentleman from I!Mnois or ‘* the 
gentleman from Michigan.”" Butif any ques- 
tion arises to which some member has an 
objection filibustering is rampant. The 


Speaker rises and asks if there is any ob-. 


jection to the consideration of the bill. After 
a pause he says, “ The chair hears none,” and 
is about ordering the biil to be engrossed 
when some member objects and a division is 
taken, the members standing up to be count- 
ed. Groups of them, however, do not pay a 
bit of attention and sit about on their desks 
smoking cigars and telling stories. and when 
the numbers are given some of these wi!l get 
up and complain that their names are rot 
included, as they did not hear or went out to 
speak to a friend or some trivial excuse I'ke 
that, so they are counted again. One in 
particular I noticed, and made a sketch of, 
peeling and eating an apple, and he strolled 
up afterwards and demanded to-have his 
name inserted.. More delay; then the “ gen- 
tleman from somewhere else” informs the 
Speaker that there is not a quorum. “ The 
gentleman from Bedlam” demands a divis- 
ion taken by tellers, and the Speaker agrees,

Then some mem- 
ber comes in and informs the Speaker that 
he did not hear his name when it was called. 

Then the grating voice calls out the list 
from A to Z, the pairs are called, more expla- 
mations are given, then there is more fili- 
bustering (I think that is the correct word) 
on the part of the obstructionists, and for 
the third time the same farce is cnacted.

Then the division takes place, wher the mem- 
bers leave their seats and are counted as 


they enter. No, the division takes place be- 


fore the last count, for after the names are 
called again and there are more explana- 
tions, when the Speaker “ recognizes the gen- 
tleman’s right” or does not, as the case 
may be. 


Unpractical Ways. 
I know that three hours of this was 
enough to show me that, although the 


Americans may boast of being our superi- 
ors in many ways, such a farce as 

described could never take place in the 
British Parliament. Why on earth 
they take a division as we do, when the mem- 
bers leave their seats and the ayes and 
noes are locked in separate lobbies, and as 
they reénter their votes are recorded, and 
they are counted by the tellers, and the 


ever witnessed. Yet they are practical in 
some parliamentary matters. For instance. 
there is a Committee of Rules, presidéd over 
by the Speaker, which meets to decide 
what time the House shall devote to each 
question, say two, houre—one for the Demo- 
crats end one for the Republicans. Each 
spéaker in the debate its allowed five minutes, 
and when this is up the Speaker reminds 


him of the fact by rapping the table with his 


hammer. BA 
Again, it is convenient that a member can 
have speeches that he has never delivered 
printed on the parlamentary record. In 
L.ngland a country member ts about to make 
a speech, and being anxious to let his con- 
stituents have it In full he gives it te the 
representative of his local paper, and it is 
tn the press before he delivers it). Some- 
thing may happen to prevent the delivery 
of the speech, and Hansard hag not a line 
of it. A curious thing happened in the 
Congressional Record a year or two ago. 
The same speech was published as having 
been uttered by two different members. This 
occurred through a New York orator hand- 
ing his speech, an evlogium on a deceased 
member, to a friend to correct. This friend 
had an eye to business,-and he picked out 
another member who yearned to be thought 
an orator, but who was not blessed with 


forensic power, and had never made a speech | 


in his life, and sold him the speech for $40. 
He walked into the House swelhng m an- 
ticipation of his coming effort, but his chag- 
rin was great when he discovered precisely 
the same speech in the Record. 

After the exhibition of filibustering I de- 


scribed the House adjourned, having done 


absolutely nothing. 
Atan Evenine Sitting, 


An evening sitting is, of course, livelier, 
though at the outset there are more 
strangers in the gallery than members on the 
floor. It is amusing to note how the ladies 
crowd the seats, and how the Congressman 
lolls on the sofa in the outer circle of the 
chamber, or turns around in his chair at his 
desk, crossing his legs on the desk in front 
of him, puffs a cigar, and, heedless of the 
fate of the nation, turns round and fascinates 
the fair ones in the gallery. It is amusing 
also to see a thember leave his seat during 
his speech and walk all over the floor, snap- 
ping his fingers and pummeling any desk 
handy. The officlal reporter follows him 
about, book in hand, wherever the member’s 
eloquence leads him, and his friends crowd 
around him when he stands or walks and 
vigoroustpappiandéd him; so does the audience 
in the gallery when the eloquence ceases, 
while hig friends rush to shake hishand. He 
then walks around and receives congratula- 
tions like a man passing round the hat. 

The clapping of the desk lids is effective as 


' a means of approval or otherwise; but if the 


orator goes too far and a scene is the result 
the notse ts too much even for the American 
Hlouse of Representatives, and the Sergeant- 
at-Arms has to take the spread eagle on a 
toa:ting fork and walk u™ to the windy mem- 
ber.
